1. (Currently Amended) A method for detftrmiiiin^ a nanging print 
data according to a l ayout of the p rint dat a p rinte d , wherein the print data is printed by a 
printer onto a recording medium, m edium i n which the recording medium is processed by a 
target device different from the printer, comprising: 

determining, via communication with the printer, printing capabilities of the 
printe r, wherein the printing capabilities include a.designation of a valid area on the 
recording medium on which the printer can print : 

determining, via communication with the target device, processing 
capabilities of the target devic e, wherein the processing capabilities include a designation 
of a printable area on the recording mediimi for which the target device has processing 
capabilities for processing properly : and 

determining layout of the print data us e d for color adjustment related to the 
print e r b ased on compatible capabilities between the printing capabilities of the printer and 
the processing capabilities of the target device , yherein the layout is characterized by an 
area on the recording medium that h common between the valid area designated by the 
printing capabilities and a printable area designated by the processing capabilities that is 
properly processable bv the target device: and 

arranging print data for printout by the printer in accordance with the 
determined layout. 
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2. (Oiiginal) A method according to Claim 1, wherein the step of 
determining layout further comprises the step of communicating with the printer so as to 
negotiate the layout. 

3 . (Original) A method according to Claim 1 , wherein the step of 
determining layout further comprises the step of communicating with the target device so 
as to negotiate the layout 

4. (Original) A method according to Claim 1 , further comprising the 
steps of communicating the layout of the print data to the printer and configuring the 
printer in accordance with the communicated layout. 

5 . (Original) A method according to Claim 4, wherein the layout is 
communicated to the printer in a print job sent to the printer for printing the print data. 

6. (Original) A method according to Claim 1, further comprising the 
steps of communicating the layout of the print data to the target device and configuring the 
target device in accordance with the communicated layout 

7. (Original) A method according to Claim 1, wherein the printing 
capabilities are determined through communication with the printer. 
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8. (Withdrawn) A method according to Claim 1, wherein the printing 
capabilities are determined through communication with a database that stores data of 
printing capabilities of the printer, 

9. (Withdrawn) A method according to Claim 8, wherein the database 
further stores data of printing capabilities of plural different printers. 

10. (Withdrawn) A method according to Claim 1, wherein the 
processing capabilities axe deteimined through communication with the target device. 

1 1 . (Withdrawn) A method according to Claim I , wherein the 
processing capabilities are determined through communication with a database that stores 
data of processing capabilities of the target device. 

12. (Witiidrawn) A method according to Claim 1 1 , wherein the 
database further stores data of processing capabilities of plural different target devices. 

(Original) A method according to Claim 1 , wherein the printing 
capabilities include at least one valid size for the recording medium and at least one 
printable area on the recording medium. 
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14, (Original) A method according to Claim 1., wherein the processing 
capabilities include at least one valid size for the recording medium and at least one area on 
the recording medium that can be processed.

a memory including a region for storing computer-executable process steps; 

and 

a processor for executing the computer-executable process steps;

wherein the printing capabilities include a designation of a valid area on the recording 
medium on which the printer can print: (b) determining, via communication with the target 
device, processing capabilities of the target devic e, wherein the processing capabilities 
include a designation of a printable area on the recording medium for which the target 
device has processing capabilities for processing properly : a35d-(c) determining layout of
